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Universities challenged to increase productivity 


Sihota says student debt levels are cause for concern 


Protecting post-secondary 
education is still high on the list 
of provincial government 
priorities, but B.C. universities 
will be facing some more fiscal 
challenges in the years ahead. 
That was the message delivered 
by Education and Skills Train¬ 
ing Minister Moe Sihota to the 
UVic Board of Governors on 
Sept. 27. Sihota, who was on 
campus to participate in the 
official opening of the newly- 
renovated Student Union 
Building, the Campus Security 
Building, and the Bookstore 
expansion, met with the Board 
for about an hour just prior to 
the building ceremony. He also 
met with student representatives 
later in the afternoon. 

Sihota suggested that B.C. 
universities could expect fairly 
stable funding over the next few 
years. “We won’t be doing what 
Ontario and Alberta have done,” 
he said. “B.C. universities won’t 
see those kind of deep cuts. Our 
government is putting a pre¬ 
mium on education. We recog¬ 
nize that if we don’t invest in 
our education system today, 
we’ll have profound problems 
trying to maintain our economic 
status tomorrow.” 


While expressing sympathy 
for the impact of inflation and 
rising costs on universities 
attempting to deal with capped 
funding, Sihota said “that’s the 
squeeze you’re going to have to 
deal with.” He challenged 
universities to come up with 
“productivity increases” to 
address the funding cap. “I 
believe that when you push a 
system, you generate some 
creativity.” 

“I’ll be demanding some 
financial flexibility and expect¬ 
ing universities to move money 
around to deal with both long 
and short term issues. Then I’ll 
be able to come to some conclu¬ 
sions about how hard the system 
is being squeezed. ” 

Sihota also said that he 
wanted to make the public aware 
of the “excellent bang it’s getting 
for its educational dollar” and 
give a greater profile to the 
“good things” universities are 
doing. He expressed concern 
about the debt levels incurred by 
students as a major impediment 
to getting more people into post¬ 
secondary education. 

“We appreciate the Minister 
taking time to sit down with us,” 
says UVic President Dr. David 


Strong. “We had a frank and 
open discussion about the future 
of post-secondary education in 
B.C. and we were able to outline 
some of the challenges and 
constraints we’re facing at 
UVic.” Strong says that the 
Board was able to provide Sihota 
with a list of UVic programs and 
achievements that will make the 
new Education minister aware of 
UVic innovations, how the 
University has responded to 
society’s changing needs, UVic- 
led initiatives in distributed 
learning and how universities are 
preparing students for the work 
world. 

“He’s got a good feel for the 
issues and he’s interested in 
being an advocate for the 
system” says Strong. “We’re 
pleased that we have a govern¬ 
ment in B.C. that recognizes the 
value of universities and the key 
role education will play in 
securing B.C.’s future.” Strong 
said that Sihota also acknowl¬ 
edged that areas of study such as 
the humanities are as important 
to B.C.’s future as others that 
receive more attention from the 
business community. 

Sihota graduated from UVic 
with a law degree in 1982.

False alarms costly 


As the result of Campus Security 
Services investigations, Saanich 
Police have charged three male, 
second-year, non-residence UVic 
students with activating a false 
fire alarm in a Lansdowne 
residence on Sept. 1 at 1:48 a.m. 
and another male, first-year, 
non-resident student of pulling a 
false alarm in the Lansdowne 
complex on Sept. 20 at 11:48 
p.m. 

Under Section 437 of the 
Criminal Code, setting off a 


false alarm can be treated as an 
indictable offense, carrying a 
possible two-year prison term, 
or as a summary conviction, 
which carries a $2,000 fine, six 
months in prison, or both. 

“False alarms occur all-too- 
frequently on campus,” says 
Campus Security Services 
assistant manager Ken 
Marrison. “Far from being 
trivial, they have serious 
consequences and divert re¬ 
sources from real emergencies.’

President's Distinguished Lecture _ 

The Big One just got bigger

More than 700 people streamed 
into the University Centre 
auditorium Friday Sept. 20 to 
hear Dr. Roy Hyndman, senior 
researcher at the Pacific 
Geoscience Centre and UVic 
adjunct professor, deliver the 
latest President’s Distinguished 
Lecture, entitled “Giant Earth¬ 
quakes and Seismic Hazard on 
Canada’s West Coast.” 

After presenting a basic 
primer on earthquakes, 
Hyndman presented evidence 
drawn from a wide variety of 
sources that giant magnitude 9 
quakes (comparable to the 1960 


Chile and 1964 Alaska earth¬ 
quakes) have been part of B.C.’s 
past and, presumably, will be a 
part of our future. Only recently 
have scientists come to believe 
that we are subject to such large 
quakes. 

Hyndman presented evidence 
that the last giant quake in the 
region occurred in 1700. Tree 
ring analysis of dead trees in 
intertidal marshes along the 
coast indicates that they died in 
that year, after the land dropped 
2 metres, covering their roots 
with seawater. This is consistent 
with subsidence caused by 
earthquakes. 

He also cited research on 
Japanese historical records that 
document a tsunami on Japan’s 
coast which could have been 
caused by a magnitude 9 quake 
here at 9 p.m. Jan. 26, 1700. 

Finally, Hyndman quoted the 
flood legend of the Pachena Bay 
band, near Bamfield, describing 
what sounds very much like the 
suspected 1700 earthquake and 
tsunami. “It was at night time 


that the land shook. They simply 
had no time to get hold of 
canoes, no time to get awake. 
They sank at once, were all 
drowned; not one survived.” 

Hyndman’s evidence indi¬ 
cates that giant earthquakes 
occur here at intervals ranging 
from 200 to 900 years. While 
hesitating to predict just when 
the next Big One will occur, 
Hyndman did state that, based 
on measurements of the move¬ 
ment of the earth’s crust, the 
next giant quake will leave the 
West Coast 2 metres lower than 
it is today and about 5 metres 
further to the west. 

After presenting slides of 
damage caused by earthquakes 
on the West Coast of North 
America, Hyndman reassured the 
audience, saying that very few 
structures built after 1975 have 
sustained major damage in recent 
quakes, and that the chance of 
injury during an earthquake is 
much lower than than that of 
injury driving to and from the 
lecture. 


CSRS welcomes new research fellows 


The Centre for Studies in 
Religion and Society (CSRS) 
welcomed two non-stipendary 
visiting research fellows this 
month. Dr. Gail Chin, an expert 
on Japanese painting and 
sessional lecturer in History in 
Art, will produce a series of 
articles concerned with the early 
medieval Japanese concept of 


humanity through Buddhist 
paintings of the six paths of 
transmigration. The articles will 
form the basis of a book. 

Dr. Gustav Thaiss, chair of the 
department of anthropology at 
York University, is researching 
the religious and economic 
systems of the Persian market 
for a book on the subject. He 


will examine how commercial 
practices as presented in the 
Koran (with its commercial 
imagery and metaphors) are put 
into practice in the bazaar of 
Tehran. His orientation is based 
on assumptions that religion and 
trade share a concern with 
uncertainty, ambiguity, risk and 
indeterminacy.

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National depression screening day 

Check for depression on Oct. 10 

University Health Services is one of five sites throughout the Capital 
Region offering free and confidential interviews on Oct. 10 as part of 
National Depression Screening Day. The drop-in clinic will be held 
from 9 to 11 a.m. 

People who are concerned they may be clinically depressed, and 
not just enduring a bout of the “blues,” are asked to come to the 
clinic, complete a written self-test and then have an interview with a 
mental health professional. If the interviewer feels further treatment 
is necessary, an appointment can be made with a physician. 

The Canadian Mental Health Association defines clinical depres¬ 
sion as a prolonged state that affects people physically as well as 
emotionally. People with depression often suffer from loss of appe¬ 
tite, a change in sleep patterns, a loss of interest in activities that once 
provided pleasure, feelings of inappropriate guilt and recurring 
thoughts of death or suicide. The Association urges people suffering 
from some or all of these symptoms to realize they might have a 
medical illness and that effective treatments are available.

Household waste, endangered 
marmot and CORE process under 
study by scholarship students 


Nov. 1 is the deadline for 
submissions in this year’s 
competition for UVic Innovative 
Teaching Projects funding, 
provided under the auspices of 
the Vice-President Acadmic and 
Provost This year, $40,000 is 
available for dispersal by the 
fund. 

Proposals are sought from all 
who teach or directly support 
learning at UVic, including 
faculty, senior instructors, 
sessional instructors, teaching 
assistants, librarians and lab 
instructors. The maximum grant 
per project is $5,000, and 
projects with smaller budgets 
are encouraged. 

Proposals should indicate 
the extent to which the project 
is innovative (i.e., whether it is 
completely novel, new to the 
discipline, to B.C, or to UVic) 
and should identify existing 
projects of a related nature. 
The potential impact of the 
project should be specified 


(anticipated benefits, the 
number of people likely to be 
influenced, the potential for 
transferability to other depart¬ 
ments or disciplines). Proposals 
must include a detailed budget 
and a plan for dissemination of 
the results. 

Projects to be considered 
will run from Jan. 1 to Dec. 15, 
1997. 

Funding will not generally be 
granted for the purchase of 
equipment normally supplied by 
the University nor for faculty 
teaching release time. Funding for 
conference travel will be granted 
only when attendance is essential 
to the project 

Project applications should 
be limited to three pages plus 
one page for a detailed budget 
and should be sent to the 
Director of the Learning and 
Teaching Centre before 4:30 


p.m. Nov. 1,1996.

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Three UVic students are among 
the 10 recipients of the second 
annual B.C. Environmental 
Research Scholarships, each 
worth $7,500. 

Lorie Zom, a masters of arts 
in economics candidate, will use 
her scholarship to continue her 
research into whether a user-pay 
policy affects the amount of 
household waste generated in 
the Capital Regional District. 
Zom is trying to locate and 
collect data from different area 
municipalities to compare 
residents’ behaviour before and 
after the introduction of the 
policy to charge more to pick up 
extra cans of garbage. She will 
also study how residents react 
when presented with different 
choices of waste disposal. 

Colin Laroque, a geography 
doctoral candidate, is using tree 
ring analysis to help develop an 
assessment procedure to deter¬ 
mine where best to relocate the 


highly-endangered Vancouver 
Island marmot. The marmots are 
threatened by a dwindling food 
supply and by climate change 
causing forests to invade the 
marmots’ natural meadow 
habitat. 

Maria Barnes, a psychology 
doctoral candidate, is evaluating 
participation in the Commission 
on Resources and the Environ¬ 
ment (CORE) process, as a 
result of her interest in how 
various groups participate in key 
decisions in the province. 
Barnes’ research into how 
people are invited to participate, 
who is and isn’t invited, and 
who, within those groups, 
actually makes it to the negotiat¬ 
ing table, will form the basis for 
her dissertation. She hopes the 
results culled from her research 
will be applicable to decision¬ 
making committees outside of 
CORE and serve as a model for 
other groups.

Works of French writer brought to English readers

ith what she calls “a 
bouquet” of three 
books published last 
June by Edinburgh University 
Press, Dr. Jennifer Waelti- 
Walters (Women’s Studies) has 
given readers of English two 
novels by contemporary French 
writer Jeanne Hyvrard and a 
critical introduction volume that 
illuminates Hyvrard’s work, 
placing it in theoretical context 
and arguing for its importance. 

The blossoms in this bouquet 
are Hyvrard’s third novel, 
Waterweed in the Wash-houses 
(published in French in 1977), 
in an English translation by Elsa 
Copeland with an introduction 
by Waelti-Walters; Hyvrard’s 
twelfth book, The Dead Girl in 
a Lace Dress (published in 
French in 1990), translated by 
UVic professor emeritus Jean- 
Pierre Mentha and Waelti- 
Walters; and Jeanne Hyvrard: 
Theorist of the Modem World. 


Very little of Hyvrard’s 
writing has been translated into 
English. Prior to the publication 
of these books, the only other 
Hyvrard novel available to 
English readers was her second, 
Mother Death (Nebraska, 1988), 
translated by Laurie Edson. 

Hyvrard, bom in Paris in 
1945, trained as a political 
scientist. She has lived and 
travelled extensively in the 
Third World and teaches 
political economy in a technical 
high school in Paris. 

Waterweed in the Wash¬ 
houses is a stream-of-conscious- 
ness narrative from the stand¬ 
point of a woman who is 
labelled mad. It draws on 
images from the Tarot and 
alchemy and is organized in 
relationship to Hyvrard’s 
reinterpretation of the beginning 
of the book of Genesis. 
Copeland, a Catholic nun who 
taught at Loyola University in 


Chicago, devoted the last three 
years of her life to translating 
the book, and, upon her death, 
her religious order asked Waelti- 
Walters to edit it for publication. 

The Dead Girl in a Lace 
Dress deals with a troubled 
mother-daughter relationship 
from the standpoint of the 
young daughter. It is written in 
short anecdotal sections, each of 
which examines the implica¬ 
tions of a turn of phrase that the 
mother habitually uses to 
impede her daughter from 
making direct contact with the 
world. 

While her work is known in 
France, Hyvrard is not a promi¬ 
nent figure in French literary 
society, and she is read more 
outside the country. Waelti- 
Walters, in Jeanne Hyvrard: 
Theorist of the Modem World , 
argues that her work should be 
considered alongside that of 
such better-known feminist 


writers as H61£ne Cixous, Luce 
Irigaray and Julia Kristeva. 

The central concern in 
Hyvrard’s writing is the lived 
experience of women in relation 
to social and economic forces 
that largely shape their lives. 

Her writing has evolved, says 
Waelti-Walters, into a vehicle 
that links the personal and the 
global in a way that the cold 
rationality of a social science 
text does not. 

“In her writing, various 
themes run together, combine 
and recombine in ways that 
produce knowledge in an 
intuitive or pre-rational form. 
All the complexities of the 
world are there; all the informa¬ 
tion and insights and paradoxes 
are there.” 

It’s not that Hyvrard is anti¬ 
rationalist, argues Waelti- 
Walters. “Hyvrard believes that 
reason has its place but that it 
provides a restricted, constrict¬ 


ing and linear perspective on the 
world where everything is 
interconnected and where it is 
necessary to acknowledge the 
‘chaos’ and think things to¬ 
gether—fusional thought.” 

Waelti-Walters draws 
parallels between Hyvrard’s 
literary style and scientific 
chaos theory, both of which 
examine apparently chaotic 
systems and illuminate patterns 
of order that recur at different 
scales of perception. Where 
chaos theory finds persistent 
patterns of order in, for exam¬ 
ple, fractal geometric shapes, 
Hyvrard locates similar patterns 
at various scales of women’s 
experience from the personal to 
the global. 

Some people at the Univer¬ 
sity may remember Hyvrard as a 
Lansdowne visitor and guest of 
the Department of French 
Language and Literature in 
1988.

First PEA collective agreement authorized 


The following motions were 

University enters 
agreement with PEA: The 
Board authorized President 
David Strong to enter into a 
three year collective agreement 
with the Professional Employees 
Association.

Among its many features is a 
one-time payment of $920 for 
1995. For 1996-97 there will be 
a 1.1 per cent general adjustment 
to salaries plus increments of

three per cent, two per cent or 
one per cent depending on where 
the salary is in the salary range. 
For 1997-98, there is a progres¬ 
sion adjustment of three per cent 
of salary for staff whose salaries 
are below the job rate and 
provision for a reopening of 
negotiation on general and 
performance adjustments in the 
event that the 1997-98 provincial 
operating grant increases by 1.5 
per cent or more. 

Design of new Centre gets 
underway: The Centre for 
Innovative Teaching was one of 
the University’s priorities during 
the five-year UVic Challenge 


capital campaign. The Board 
approved the appointment of the 
architectural firm of Wade 
Williams Young & Wright to 
proceed with architectural 
drawings of the proposed 
facility. The firm previously 
designed the Engineering Lab 
Wing (1995), the Engineering 
Office Wing (1990), the Petch 
Building (1985) and the Univer¬ 
sity Centre (1978). The $3.7 
million facility will be a multi¬ 
disciplinary resource area and 
classroom. 

Name change for Develop¬ 
ment & External Relations 

The Board approved a change in 


Sept. 27: 

name of the Division of Devel¬ 
opment & External Relations to 
the Division of External Rela¬ 
tions, bringing it in line with 
most other Canadian universi¬ 
ties. Internationally, “develop¬ 
ment” is understood to mean 
campus planning and develop¬ 
ment rather than fundraising—a 
major part of the division’s 
activities. The change should 
reduce confusion about the 
division’s role when engaged in 
international activities. 

New Associate Dean 
sought for HSD 

The search procedures for hiring 
an Associate Dean, Faculty of 


Human and Social Development 
were approved. A search com¬ 
mittee will be set up and the 
dean in place by January, 1997. 
The term of the appointment will 
be for either three or five years.

D ave Balam (Physics & 
Astronomy) is a new 
man—or at least part 
of him is. The full-time 
stargazer and part-time sky 
diver and camera-man suffered 
a disastrous fall during a jump 
at the Saanichton Fair in 
September and was put back 
together with the help of 
space-age steel. 

The veteran jumper was 
diving with members of the 
Ultimate High Parachute Centre 
when he realized he was coming 
in too quickly on a group of 
spectators. In a split-second 
decision between risking injury 
to himself or to the “civilians” 
below, he aborted his dive and 
crash-landed, shattering his 
femur. He was rushed to the 


Saanichton Hospital where 
doctors rebuilt his leg by 
inserting 10 pieces of steel. The 
bone will knit around the steel 
strengthening the leg. The steel 
will remain in his leg. 

Balam, who spends evenings 
tracking earth-bound asteroids 
in the Climenhaga Observatory, 
was bedridden during his stay in 
hospital and, in his words, was 
getting “pretty antsy” by the 
fourth day. 

“I made a deal with the 
doctor. He said if I could walk 
out of the hospital, he’d sign me 
out.” Balam walked (with the 
aide of crutches) and the doctor 
signed. 

Although he couldn’t climb 
up the steep circular staircase to 
the Climenhaga Observatory, 


Balam continued his evening 
work by keeping in contact with 
a colleague at the Dominion 
Observatory via the computer. 
Balam told him what frames to 
shoot and the images were then 
downloaded into computers in 
the Elliott Building where 
Balam spent his days reducing 
the data. 

This week he was finally able 
to navigate the staircase and 
return to his nightly watches. 
Balam, who works closely with 
Dr. Jeremy Tatum, is the only 
researcher in Canada tracking 
earth-bound asteroids. There are 
only a handful elsewhere in the 
world. 

“There are fewer people 
doing this than it takes to staff a 
typical McDonald’s restaurant,” 


says Balam. 

Has the experience turned 
him off diving? Not a chance: 


“I’ve been diving for 32 years. 
You get really used to flying the 
body.”

Editor: 

On May 7th, Pres. Strong sent the University of Victoria Handbook, Employment Equity: What 
you need to Know, to Vice-Presidents, Deans, Chairs, etc., urging them to make themselves 
“thoroughly conversant with its contents” and to distribute it to the members of their units. The 
Handbook sets out the notions of Limited and Preferential Hiring, saying that these “might be used 
where (i) a group is seriously under-represented at that level, or classification, (ii) an employment 
equity plan has been in place for some time and either progress has been too slow, or under¬ 
representation is severe.” 

Besides containing much of interest and value concerning discrimination in hiring, the 
handbook also sets up an ultimate goal that, it turns out, university administrators introduced over 
half-century ago and that, frankly, I find scary. In the section entitled “Measures to Implement Sound 
and Equitable employment Practices,” we are told: 

“Determine the composition of faculty and staff in your unit... Are designated-group members 
sufficiently represented at all levels? How does the work force of your unit compare with the 
diversity of the population from which you select your candidates (Victoria; Canada)? How does it 
compare with your student population? What are you doing to change any under-representation?” 

This is precisely the kind of reasoning administrators of North American Universities, medical 
schools, and law schools used in the nineteen twenties and thirties as an excuse to introduce quotas 
limiting the number of Jews they admitted. In an article in the American Mercury of October, 1945, 
entitled “Discrimination in Medical Colleges” (pp. 391-399), Frank Kingdon describes it: 

The excuse for imposing a quota system usually advanced is that there ought to be some 
correlation between the number of physicians of any racial or religious strain and the proportion of 
that race or religion in the general population. Since Jews constitute about 4 percent of the American 
population, their share of places in the medical schools, it is argues, should conform to that 
percentage. 

But seeing to it that the racial, religious, sexual, etc., composition of university faculties, 
departments, and other sub-units mirrors that of society at large is not the same as ridding universities 
of racial, religious, or sexual discrimination—as the shameful history of Jews in North American 
universities shows. Freeing universities from discrimination means doing away with whatever 
discriminatory practices exist in them. And, to its credit, the new Handbook does at times address 
the latter issue. But like university administrators of old, it also suggests that we measure the success 
or failure of our campaign against discrimination by how well the University’s racial, sexual, etc., 
make-up mirrors that of our city, province, and nation. If we do this, procedures that are not 
discriminatory at all may end up being replaced by ones that are definitely are. Both limited and 
preferential hiring are discriminatory and there is absolutely no guarantee that bias-free hiring 
procedures, procedures that are not discriminatory, will result in a workplace that is sodety- 
at-large writ small. It strikes me as utterly absurd to think that the high proportion of Jews in 
American universities, which so troubled university administrators prior to their introduction of anti- 
Semitic quotas, indicated that the existing admission and placement procedures were biased in favor 
of Jews!
